8 City CETA workers 
face layoff by Oct. 1

Unless Congress relaxes strict 
*ules imposed this year, up to 18 city 
>f Romulus employees now being 
>aid under funds from the Com- 
prehensive Employment Training 
\ct (CETA) face layoffs by Oct. 1, 
1979. 

The layoffs will affect those CETA 
employees who have been working 
in job classifications prior to April 1, 
1978, said Pat Hogan, community 
development director. 

“Although in the past CETA 
employees were considered tem- 
porary, many stayed on the job for 


two, three or even four years," 
Hogan explained. 

However, new tough regulabons 
laid down this year by CETA puts 
Romulus and many other com- 
munities in an almost impossible 
position. 

Whereas in the past, Romulus 
could pay employees $4.81 per hour 
from CETA funds and increase that 
amount by any sum it wished, today 
the situation is different Under Title 
II stipulations, the city cannot in- 
crease the $4.81 per hour figure, and 
under Title VI, it can only pay an 
additional $1,000 annually. 

This puts yearly salaries at $10,000 
underTitle II and $11,000 under Title 


VI. Since all city employees earn 
more than $11,000 yearly. Hogan 
said, the city has its hands tied, as 
CETA specifies its employees 
cannot earn less than regular city 
workers. Also, since all of its em- 
ployees make more than $11,000 
annually, the city cannot create a 
new job position that pays less than 
this amount to meet the CETA 
regulation, Hogan said 
He said the city has two options: 
find money, possibly from the 
general fund, to pay CETA per- 
sonnel or lay them off 
Three possible solutions suggest 
themselves, Hogan pointed out 
They are. 1 ) Congress could reenact 
its anti-recessionary program and. 


if sufficient funds are forthcoming, 
the city could keep part of or all of 
the 18 affected CETA employes; 2) 
Congress could change or alter 
CETA regulations, but that 
possibility does not seem likely this 
year, 3) city could declare that 
laying off CETA workers would 
create a hardship and be granted a 
waiver allowing them to keep part of 
or all of the 18 affected personnel. 

Hogan said that in the fiscal year 
beginning Oct. 1, 1978 and ending 
Sept 30. 1979, Romulus has been 
allocated $600,000 in CETA funds, 
but that the new strict rules prevent 
it from spending roughly a third of 
that sum to keep its 18 CETA em- 
ployees.

'Big Run Reflections of the Boston Marathon

In 1978, Fassett’s dream to run in 
the Boston Marathon became a 
reality when he joined upwards of 
4.000 runners in the 26 mile 285 yard 
annual run. 

For both runners and non-runners 
alike. Fassett provides a view of the 
Boston Marathon normally reserved 
only for those who have traversed 
the course to the staccato echo of 
pounding feet. 

A view of the Boston Marathon, as 
provided by the brother of ANP's 
Managing Editor:

Listen my children and you shall 
hear 

Of the midnight ride of Paul 
Revere. 

On the eighteenth of April, in 
Seventy-five: 

Hardly a man is now alive 

Who remembers that famous day 
and year. 

Longfellow was right Hardly a 
man (or woman) today does 
remember that famous day and 
year, even though most of us do 
remember that the Boston silver- 
smith saw the signal lights in the 
tower of the Old North Church and 
took horse to warn the populous that 
the British were coming. The next 
day, April 19 — now observed as 
Patriot’s day in New England — 
saw the fight for freedom begin at 
the little bridge at Concord. 

From its beginning, in 1897 until 
the early part of this decade, the 
Boston Marathon was held on April 
19. Following that year April 19, 
Patriot’s Day was decreed to occur 
on the third Monday of April of each 
year and the Boston Marathon went 
along. 

Beginning in Athens 

The marathon, as a modern 
sporting event, began in Athens with 
the first Olympic Games in 18%. The 
distance at that time was about 22 
miles. The event was, of course, 
named for the Plain of Marathon on 
the east coast of Greece, where 
legend has it Pheidippides. a 
champion Greek Olympic runner, 
dropped dead after running from 
Marathon to Athens to report that 
the battle of Marathon had been 
won. I am convinced that this story 
must be, at least in part, apocryphal 
— conditioned runners don’t drop 
dead from exertion. If Pheidippides 
did indeed drop dead at the end of his 
run, it was more likely because of 
something he ate along the way. 

At any rate, the first American 
marathon was held in New York in 
18%, followed by the first “Boston’ 1 
in 1897. That race followed generally 
the same route as today’s course, 
starting in the western suburbs and 
ending in the heart of the city. The 
distance for the race in its early 
days was somewhat variable. The 
Boston from 1897 to 1923 had a length 
of 24 miles, 1232 yards; other 
marathons held in other places were 
either longer or shorter Finally, in 
1924 the Boston distance was 
standardized at its present accepted 
length of 26 miles, 385 yards. 

From 15 to3,000 

During its 81 year history, the 
Boston has changed. Not only is the 
distance different, but more 
significantly the number of par- 
ticipants has skyrocketed from a 
modest 15 in the beginning to more 
than 3,000 this past April. The rise in 
numbers has not been steady. Up 
until 1964, the number had not ex- 
ceeded 300 runners; by 1%9 this 
number had increased to 1,335. In 
1970 the first entry limit of four 
hours or under for a previous 
marathon was imposed, and 1,011 
starters showed up. In 1971, the 
entry limit was lowered to 3Vfe hours 
and the field decreased to 887. In 
1973, the field was back up to 1,384 
Finally in 1974, the entry limit was 
dropped to its present level of three 
hours for men under 40 and 3Vfe hours 
for men over 40 and women. 


Arrival in Boston 

We flew into Boston Saturday 
evening Logan International Air- 
port is located on the shores of 
Boston Harbor Our 747 flew east- 
ward over Charleston, East Boston, 
out over the harbor and then turned 
back westward toward the city with 
the lights of the waterfront and 
harbor islands mirrored in the 
twinkling waters below. The ap- 
proach to Logan is all over water so 
that as the plane dropped lower and 


lower we had the uneasy feeling that 
at any moment we would splash 
down in the bay; at the last moment, 
however, the runway appears out 
the side window and we are safely 
down 

Boston is a small big city; partly 
because the actual downtown is 
concentrated so nicely in a fairly 
small geographic area, and partly 
because the public transportation 
system is so good Between the 
subway system and busses you go 
nearly anywhere downtown in 10 



minutes or so lor 25 cents. And 
everywhere, the sense of history, of 
what happened in this place, these 
now' slightly more than 200 years 
ago, is an ever present aura From 
nearly anywhere on the east side, 
the spire of the Old North Church is a 
promiment landmark as are the 
mast and rigging of the USS Con- 
stitution. 

We were the first bus to arrive and 
when I followed the crowd into the 
Hopkinton High School gym I saw 
that across the wall at the end were 
taped a series of placards with 
numbers scrawled on them and 
beneath each card was a box full of 
manila envelopes The arriving 
runners w'ere forming into lines in 
front of the numbered cards 


After about an hour, the lines 
began to move quickly and soon I 
was at the front receiving my of- 
ficial packet containing my official 
Boston Marathon number, four 
safety pins with which to attach the 
number to the front of my shirt, and 
a baggage tag to reclaim my gear 
when, and if, I ever got back to 
Boston. 

For the next two hours or so, I 
wandered about the high school 
grounds tying to take in as much of 
the Hopkinton scene as possible 
There were, of course, runners 
everywhere, sitting in the halls 
inside the school, sitting along the 
walls outside the school, standing in 
long lines behind the two portable 
toilets behind the school, standing in 


lines at the drinking fountains, 
scattered through the woods behind 
the school, and running, walking, 
stretching, talking, and laughing all 
over the athletic field behind the 
school 

At around 11:30. I thought Id 
start over toward the starting line. I 
didn't know exactly where it was. 
but as I went through the gate out of 
the high school grounds there was a 
flow r of runners moving along and I 
joined the stream We moved along 
at a leisurely pace for about a 
quarter of a mile to a point w here the 
flow slowly came to a halt and I 
could see ahead where the starting 
line must be over the heads of the 
massed 1,000 or so runners ahead of

He was 24 years old when he left the 
littel rented farm in the shadow of 
the blue Olympic Mountains, where 
he had grown up.

He, his 
parents, his three sisters, and his 
two brothers packed their suitcases ; 
the orders had said they could bring 
only what they could carry by hand, 
said goodbye to the dog, Sport, and 
their home. A neighbor drove them 
to the train tracks, where an ancient 
train stood, waiting The soldiers 
were there w ith their ri fles and fixed 
bayonets. Neighbors were there, a 
few neighbors, who had not been 
swayed by the hysterical 
propaganda of the movies and radio 
and the press. 

The travelers were there, 
carrying whatever they could lug in 
their arms. Some of them could only 
carry a baby. Pasteboard tags 
dangled from coats and jackets 
and baby blankets. Each tag was 
printed with a family number. 

Family number 17122; eight times 
the soldier called it out as the young 
man climbed on board the train with 
his parents and his sisters and 
brothers. When thetrain was loaded, 
the guards with their guns and 
bayonets got on board, too. For two 
days the train chugged down the 
West Coast, through Washington 
State, Oregon and half of California 
The window shades were drawn so 
that the dangerous cargo within, the 
men and women and children, could 
not see out 

At last, the traincametoa halt on 
the California desert and they were 
transferred to the army trucks, 
which drove them to the camp. He 
hasn’t forgotten his first sight of the 
compound, the barbed wire fence, 
the watchtowers and searchlights, 
and the soldiers with their machine 
guns. He hasn’t forgotten the 
shadeless heat that rose to 115 
degrees, the flies, the sandstorms, 


the crowded mess halls, the pit 
toilets that smelled of — well, I 
guess you can use your imagination. 

He got his faiqily settled, his 
parents and his five brothers and 
sisters, in the tiny room that was to 
be their home. Then he settled down 
on one of the eight cots, that w$re the 
room’s only furnishings, and won- 
dered what the future held for him. 
Why was he in this camp, locked up 
behind barbed wire like a criminal? 
He was an American citizen, born in 
Seattle. His only crime was that he 
had Japanese ancestors and the 
United States was at war with 
Japan. 

General John DeWitt of the West 
Coast command, said the Japanese 
Americans were a “dangerous 
element.” President Roosevelt 
signed Executive Order 9066, that 
allowed for their removal from the 
West Coast states. But how could his 
gentle, industrious parents be a 
dangerous element? What evidence 
did the government have against 
them? 

The goverrment had no evidence 
against them. The records do not 
reveal one act of sabotage by the 
“dangerous” Japanese Americans 
before, during, or after the war. 
Nevertheless, he was in three of the 
camps for two and half years until 
he was able to go to Detroit to take a 
job. His parents and youngest sister 
and brother were in camp for over 
three years, until he and his oldest 
brother could bring them to Detroit. 

When they left their farm they 
stored those possessions they could 
not carry by hand in a shed near 
theirhouse One night vandals broke 
into the shed and destroyed 
everything they could carry away. 
The family’s losses during the 
course of their “relocation” was 
everything they could not carry by 
hand. 

They arrived in Detroit with little 
but the clothes on their backs I met 
him there nearly 10 years after his 
“evacuation” when 1 was 24 We 
were married and started still 
another beginning, together 

He says he is not bitter about his 
incarceration. But, I am titter that 
such an outrage could be committed 
by our national government against 
an innocent people I’m bitter at the 
desecration of our Bill of Rights in 
this free and equal land. And, I m 
bitter because this crime was kept 
out of our history books and away 
from the ears of our people 


Years after our marriage, I did 
extensive research on this 
deplorable subject and I was 
shocked and upset at what I found 
because my husband had told me 
little of his experiences during those 
dark days of the war. I was almost 
as s hocked a nd upset as m y husba nd 
was when first he saw the barbed 
wire and soldiers with their machine 
guns. I wanted to tell people about it 
but they did not want to listen. “It 


happened a long time ago,” they 
said. “It doesn’t concern us now.” 
“Forget about it,” they added, 
forgetting that history can repeat 
itself if we don’t learn from it. 

I’m glad that the Asian youth at 
the University of Michigan does not 
want to forget. They brought 
“Executive Order 9066,” a collect- 
ion of pictures of the evacuation and 
camps, to the university I went to 


see the display at the University 
Union. I thought I was prepared for 
it. I had already seen the pictures 
but I wasn’t prepared for the shock 
of seeing the images blown up to 
poster size. 

As I stood looking at a photograph 
of one of the camps where my 
husband had been interned I saw 
that the man standing next to me 
was weeping. But, I have already 


wept and I have no tears left. I have 
only a huge ache in my heart for the 
victims of Executive Order 9066 and 
for the American dream our 
government betrayed. 

When I left the room with the big 
pictures of Manzanar and Tule Lake 
and Pinedale and the other camps, I 
said a prayer that the American 
people would never forget them or 
forget the fragility of our freedoms

The Lutheran Church-Missouri 
Synod thinks you should. The synod 
has embarked on a two-year 
program of envangelism among the 
Jews. 

The reaction in the Jewish com- 
munity has been mostly negative 
Jewish leaders fear that such efforts 
are a threat to the existence of 
Judaism and a “call to Jews to 
betray their faith and heritage.” 

The Lutheran evangelistic 
campaign to convert the Jews also is 
expected to touch off sparks among 
liberal clurch leaders, who, ac- 


cording to Lutheran Witness 
magazine, “apparently believe that 
Jews can be saved without Jesus “ 

Christian evangelism among Jews 
has always bepn a touchy area. Only 
somewhat less touchy is the matter 
of evangelism among non-church- 
goers in the Christian community' 
Not all Christians are in favor of 
trying to church the unchurched 

“My pastor told us to witness to 
people in our neighborhood who 
didn’t go to church. So 1 did. Never 
again,’ says one church member 
who was “burned’’ fcr her efforts. 

What happened? 

“I nearly lost my best friend, 
that’s what happened,” says the 
woman angrily. “I broached the 
subject of church w ith her on two or 
three occasions 

“Finally she told me. ‘Martha, I 
like you, but if you bring up this 
business of being saved once more, 
I’m going to ask you never to come 
back in this house again.’” 


Broadly speaking, evangelism 
refers to the churches’ attempts to 
get new members or to deepen their 
members’ Christian commitment. 

There is considerable doubt in the 
minds of many, however, that 
evangelism really works. Some go 
further They contend that the 
traditional evangelistic approach 
actually has alienated people from 
Christianity. 

One of the most extensive 
evangelism programs ever launched 
was the “Here’s Life, America” 
campaign sponsored by Campus 
Crusade for Christ . Bumper stickers 
and billboards featured the slogan, 
“I Found It! ’’ ( that is, a new' life in 
Christ). 

One survey following the crusade 
showed that of 26,000 people who 
attended the rallies in six cities, only 
125 joined a church as a result. 

“In most cases, the people who 
have joined our church,” says one 
parish pastor, “first gave evidence 


of some interest, and we followed up 
on that. I think very few join a 
church these days as a result of 
those community canvasses to 
locate the unchurched ” 

A new- Lutheran-Catholic study 
entitled, “Who Are the Un- 
churched 0 ” by Dr J. Russell Hale, a 
professor at Lutheran Theological 
Seminary in Gettysburg, Penna., 
reports that 80 million Americans — 
about 40 percent of the population — 
are unchurched. 

The largest group, the study 
revealed, stay away from churches 
because they consider them filled 
with “hypocrites, phonies, fakers 
and persons living double lives ” 

Whether or not this is the “real 
reason’’ these people don’t go to 
church, some church observers are 
ready to acknowledge that people 
may be turned away from church 
because they are not impressed with 
the quality of the lives of the people 
who do go. 


“They find,’ ’ says one critic, “that 
the people who attend church are no 
different from the people who don’t 
go — they aren’t more loving, more 
honest, don’t have a happier family 
life, etc. 

“So they figure, if it doesn’t do 
anything for them, why should I 
bother to go?” 

In his study of the unchurched 
Hale says, ‘There is abundant 
evidence that the behavior of 
Christians needs to undergo radical 
change if their witness is to be 
believable and effective. Change 
will need to occur in both personal 
and social relationships.” 

While most church evangelism 
programs are “goals,” develop 
“strategies” and equip their 
workers with “tools,” many 
ministers feel that “being Christ- 
like is the best way to attract people 
to Christ."

Ice storm damage 
may be deductible 


The recent destructive ice storm 
of April 8 has damaged many land- 
scape trees and shrubs. 
Homeowners and property owners 
preparing their federal income tax 
returns are reminded that the ex‘- 
pense of removing, repairing and 
replacing damaged trees, shrubs 
and evergreens may be deductible 
from taxable income. 

According to R. E. Abbott, Vice- 
President of the Davey Tree Expert 
Company, damage to landscape 
trees and shrubs by storms may be 
covered by homeowner’s insurance 
or qualify as a casualty lass that is 
deductible from your income. 

A qualified arborist or hor- 
ticulturist should be consulted to 
determine which, if any, trees or 
shrubs are repairable. Proper 
pruning, fertilization, bark tracing 
and shaping the remaining tree 
branches are among the operations 


performed. In certain instances, 
trees and shrubs make a greater 
contribution to property value than 
the cost of removing, repairing or 
replanting them because of an ice 
storm. This usually is the case with 
medium to large trees which cannot 
be replaced with an equivalent. 

The formula to determine loss in 
value of landscape trees, specimen 
shrubs and evergreens was 
developed by the International 
Society of Arboriculture, American 
Society of Consulting Arborists, 
American Society of Appraisers, 
National Arborists Association, 
American Association of Nur- 
serymen, and Associated Landscape 
Contractors of America.

damage. 

Invoices for these services should 
specifically identify the work as 
being storm damage or emergency 
work. A property owner can deduct 
the cost of removing destroyed 
plants, pruning the remaining plants 
to preserve them, and any replan- 
ting necessary to restore the 
property to its approximate value 
before the storm damage occurred. 

If tree and shrub loss is sub- 
stantial and property value ad- 
versely affected, a qualified 
professional appraisal should be 


“The IRS requires that casualty 
losses be established by competent 
appraisal and photographs of the 
damage should be obtained im- 
mediately following the occurrence 
to substantiate the claim,” Abbott 
said. 


Davey Tree offers another tip. Be 
sure that the workmen and equip- 
ment servicing your property are 
covered by public liability, property 
damage and workers’ compensation 
insurance. If tree care people 
working on the grounds are not 
properly covered by insurance, the 
homeowners could be liable in the 
event of accident. Ask to see an 
insurance policy or a letter 
specifying coverage before per- 
mitting work to begin. 


Ford asks Kahn 
to back residential 

postage proposal 


Congressman William 
D Ford <D-13th 
District) has called on 
President Carter’s chief 
inflation fighter, Alfred 
Kahn, to support the 
congressman’s bill to 
provide lower postal 
rates for individuals. 

In a letter to Kahn, 
Ford emphasized the 
inflation-fighting 
concept behind his bill, 
the Citizens’ Postal 
Rate Relief Act of 1979. 

“My bill would reduce 
the cost to the public of a 
federal service, without 
requiring any subsicfy,” 
Congressman Ford 
wrote. “In your role as 
the President’s chief 
inflation fighter, I 
thought this legislation 
would be of special 
interest to you since it 
would result in lowo- 
postal rates for the 
public with no extra cost 
to the taxpayers.” 

Introduced by 
Congressman Ford on 
March 14, the “Citizens’ 
Rate Bill” would 
establish a separate 
first-class category, 
with a deferred delivery 
priority, which private 
citizens could use at a 
rate as low as 11 cents. 

Business firms and 
other large mailers still 
would pay regular first 
class rates to ensure 
high priority for han- 
dling and delivery. 

Urging Kahn's ‘‘full 
support and en- 
dorsement” of the 
legislation, 

Congressman Ford 
concluded: “I feel 
certain it wijl meet with 


the President’s ap- 
proval as one way in 
which rising costs can 
be held in check.” 

Ford also has joined a 
group of colleagues in 
sponsoring legislation to 
block President Car- 
ter’s plan to end con- 
trols on domestic oil 


prices.

Bottle law vs. litter control panel 
Which is cost effective? 


Is the Michigan Beverage Con- 
tainer Law worth the hassle? Is it 
cost effective? Are there other, less 
expensive ways to clean up the 
roadsides? 


Opponents and proponents of the 
“bottle bill” voice strong opinions 
about both the disadvantages and 
the merits of the law. 


Edwin Bladen of the Michigan at- 
torney general’s office. 

A task force organized by the state 
attorney general has issued a list of 
enforcement guidelines for the in- 
dustry to follow. 


Even though there will be a 
substantial reduction in roadside 
litter, some people believe the bottle 
bill is not cost effective. The bill will 
cost consumers far more dollars 
than a more intense litter control 
program, according to Maury 
Young, president of the Associated 
Food Dealers Association. 


“A retailer must refund deposits 
on containers — in cash — for 
brands, kinds and sizes he sells,” 
Bladen said “As long as the brand 
can be identified, a retailer must 
also accept containers even if they 
are dentedor crushed flat. Retailers 
do not have to take back filthy 
containers, but beverage residue 
must be accepted.” 


As aresultof the bill, retailers will 
be handling an estimated four billion 
containers per year at an ap- 
proximate cost of $180 million, 
Young said. On top of that, costs to 
bottlers and distributors have been 
estimated to average about $70 
million, according to the Pepsi 
bottling company. According to 
Young, a considerable share of the 
total cost of $250 million will be 
passed on to the consumer. He says, 
in effect, that $250 million is being 
spent to do a $ 10 -million job. 


“It would be far more cost ef- 
fective to increase the Litter Control 
Commission’s budget,” he main- 
tains. “Litter Control’s budget is 
currently about $1.3 million. If their 
budget was increased to $10 million, 
they could do a great job of cleaning 
up litter and consumers would save 
about $240 million.” 


Most Michigan retailers are 
cooperating with the provisions of 
the law. If they don’t comply, they 
are subject to fines, points out 


How is the law affecting the 
brewing industry 9 According to 
Dave Erlandsonof the U S. Brewers 
Association, the law is expected to 
contribute to a reduction of 
available jobs in the industry and to 
increase the cost of beverages. 

“As a result of the law, we’ve had 
to install new equipment and deal 
with labor problems,” Erlandson 
said. “Our wholesalers have ex- 
perienced a 30 percent loss of 
delivery efficiency, and retailers 
have had to re adjust their product 
mix because of limited shelf and 
storage space available in their 
stores. The result has been a 30 
percent reduction in shelf space for 
beverages in cans.” 

In a survey of 218 grocery stores, 
43.6 percent of the stores showed a 
decrease in sales of both beer and 
soft drinks, Erlandson reported. 

“The average decrease in sales 
reported for beverages in glass 
containers was 20 percent The 
decrease in sales on beverages in 
cans was worse. And sales to 
wholesalers also are down— by 10 to 
20 percent,” he says. 


Retail beverage sales are down 
even further than that in areas of 
Michigan near the Ohio and Indiana 
borders People are crossing the 
borders to buy beverages because 
they are less expensive outside 
Michigan, Erlandson explained 

As it now stands, the law does not 
require containers which are subject 
to deposit to be reusable or 
recyclable. Critics of the law argue 
that if cans and bottles are not 
recycled, there may be little or no 
savings of energy or natural 
resources 

Peter Kakala, Michigan State 
University resource development 
specialist, says refilling glass 
containers instead of throwing them 
away and recycling aluminum carls 
conserve a great deal of energy and 
resources. He says most beverage 
manufacturers are refilling glass 
bottles and recycling aluminum 
cans However, the fact remains 
that shipping empty containers back 
to a recycling point is expensive and 
could increase beverage prices. 

All manufacturers may not be 


reusing containers. So, should there 
be an amendment to the bill to 
require that beverage containers 
must be reused or recycled 9 Kakala 
says there would be a great deal of 
opposition to an amendment of this 
type, and its chances of receiving 
the necessary 3 4 vote in the 
legislature would be slim. 

Michigan Rep. Lynn Jondahl says 
that an incentive toconserve energy 
and natural resources already is 
built into the bill. 

“The law was designed to provide 
an economic consumer incentive,” 
he said. “Certified • bottles are 
refi liable and require a lower 
deposit than cans.” 

Has this economic incentive to buy 
bottles worked? According to Dave 
Erlandson of the U S. Brewers’ 
Association: “Cans used to be the 
most popular beverage package. 
Now, about 60 percent of the 
beverages sold are in bottles and 
only 40 percent are in cans 
However, in July when the camping 
season is going strong, sales on cans 
may increase agaia”

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Ambulance service weighed 


'Flyer' blasts Westland mayor's rescue proposal

A picture of a skull and crossbones 
and the warning that "Your life is in 
DANGER” is the heading on an 
unsigned flyer that was distributed 
door-to-door to some 500 Westlan- 
ders this week as a protest to the 
mayor s proposed changes in the 
emergency rescue service now 
offered by the Fire Department. 

Mayor Thomas Taylor said he saw 
and talked to a Westland fire fighter 
distributing the flyer, and the man 
has acknowledged he did produce 
and pass out the sheets on his own 
initiative The Westland Fire 
Fighters Union has denied any 
authorization of the handout. 

But it is no secret that the union 
and city still are wrestling with 
negotiations on a contract that 
expired 10 months ago, and that 
emergency service is a still 
unresolved issue. 

When the mayor produced his 
proposed budget last week, a budget 
that eliminates 52 positions in the 
city, he said he wanted to take a 
hard look at the emergency rescue 
service provided by the Fire 
Department. At the very least, he 
wants to eliminate the rescue rig at 
one of the four stations, and charge 
residents $50 per run for what is now 
a free service 

At the most, he is considering 
proposing the city hire an am- 
bulance service to transport injured 
or ill persons to the hospital Rescue 
vehicles and fire fighters still would 
respond to calls, but would merely 
“stabilize” the victim and wait for 
the ambulance. He maintains that 
the procedure would save money 
while still providing the service to 
citizens. 

The fire fighters union has made 
no official public response to the 
proposal. 

But Monday night, the 
mimeographed flyer was left at the 
doorsteps of some 260 senior citizens 
living in apartments in the city's 
Greenwood Villa high rise. Tuesday, 
the flyer made an appearance on 
doors of homes in the city. 

Taylor said the one fire fighter he 
found distributing them told him 
that he was doing so with permission 
of the union executive board. 

But union representatives flatly 
deny any involvement in, or 
knowledge of the leaflets before they 
were told about them Tuesday 
morning when they called the city 
attorney to set up a negotiating 
session. 

The young fire fighter who is the 
author of the flyer yesterday said he 
did not have authorization or help 
from the union in his one-man en- 
deavor. He and his father were the 
ones passing out the sheets. 

“I put the union in a tough spot, 
and I didn’t mean to,” he said “I’m 
at the bottom of the totem pole 
(seniority list) in the fire depart- 
ment. the first one who’ll be laid off. 
But it’s not only that. I’ve had some 
experience with private ambulance 
people, and they can’t do the job we 
do.” 

“I thought the public would be 
interested in what is happening.” 

The flyer tells the reader that 
“Your Mayor Tom Taylor is about to 
make a move that could cost your 
life.” It lists the points against the 
use of ambulances and in favor of 
continuation of rescue service as it is 
now. 

The note ends: "If you care — tell 
the mayor,” then lists his city and 
home phone numbers.

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Taylor’s suggestion is that the 
council consider a system similar to 
that used in some other cities The 
rescue team from the Fire Depart- 
ment would go to the scene of an 
emergency, “stabilize the victim,” 
then let' the private ambulance 
actually transport the person to the 
hospital. 

Tavlor said repeatedly in his 
budget message that there will be no 
“sacred cows” in city services, and 
he will look to outside contractors to 
perform what are now city services, 
if it seems it can be done cheaper 
and more efficiently. 

Taylor added that he has con- 
tacted ambulance services, and one 
said it would locate two of its am- 
bulances and personnel right in 
Westland (at space provided by the 


city ) a nd offer the service, at no cost 
to the city. The victim would be 
billed for the transportation Taylor 
said that cost would be about $60 to 
$65. The flyer claimed the cost would 
be between $65 and $100. 

One reason for the mayor’s desire 
to look at changing the set-up as it is 
now, is a new state law that requires 
that any personnel transporting 
injured persons have Emergency 
Medical Technician (EMT) 
training That would require fire 
fighters get extra training, and the 
money issue looms. Who would pay 
for the training, should the man get 
overtime pay to attend classes off 
duty, and what should the wage 
scale of the EMT be 0 

Also at the bottom of the con- 


troversy is the fire f ighter’s contract 
clause that requires "minimum 
manning.” A certain number of fire 
fighters must be maintained on duty 
at all times, even if it means calling 
in people on overtime. If the city 
reduces the job of rescue crews, that 
may mean it would want to reduce 
the number of men to below that 
minimum 

To do so, thee ity would have to get 
that minimum manning clause out 
of the contract It is an issue con- 
sidered vital by both sides, and 
apparently both the city and fire 
fighters are willing to take it all the 
way to arbitration to settle, if 
necessary 

The whole issue of the flyer "went 
public” Tuesday at a luncheon 


meeting of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, where the mayor was 
scheduled to give his annual State of 
the City address. 

He incorporated the flyer into his 
speech about how governments and 
government workers have 
traditionally resisted change. 

After the mayor’s remarks, the 
union’s attorney, Pete Borgelt, who 
was at the meeting with two fire 
fighter inion officers, was allowed a 
“rebuttal." 

‘This piece of literature did not 
come from, nor was it authorized by, 
the Westland Fire Fighters 
Association,” he said. “We are in 
negotiations, and part of those 
negotiations revolves around EMT, 
it’s been on the table for some time 
and it’s no secret.

The union is opposed to the use of 
ambulance service, and for 
basically the reasons listed in the 
flyer . They maintain that the private 
ambulances will take too long to 
arrive at the scene of an emergency* 
whereas fire rescue vehicles are 
there in 3 to 7 minutes to transport 
victims. 

The flyer noted as one of its points 
that “the Fire Department rescue 
team will risk their lives to save 
yours. Can a private ambulance 
service say the same?” 

Union representatives said the 
literature that was distributed will 
be “counterproductive” to 
negotiations, that are going on 

But union people also pointed out 
that the First Amendment 
guarantees anyone, fire fighter or 
otherwise, the right to his freedom of 
speech. Taylor agreed that ap- 
parently no law was broken 

It is apparent that even though the 
flyer appears to have been a one- 
man project, many fire fighters do 
agree with the points made on the 
typed sheet 

One fire fighter noted that in the 
mayor’s proposed budget, each city 
department’s functions are 
prioritized by need 

The animal control (dog catcher) 
function is labelled as * ‘mandatory ” 
Fire fighting and emergency rescue 
division is labelled as a “high” 
priority, a step below' mandatory

Senior citizens club 'kitty' aids neighbors 



A senior citizen may be going 
without food on Tuesday to pay 
Friday’s rent bill. That senior may 
be your neighbor. 

That’s what senior citizens from 
Royal Holiday Estates Mobile Home 
Park in Canton Township have 
learned in their recent campaign to 
help the “unnoticed needy senior.” 

“We’ve been reading so much 
lately about seniors who need help 
and can’t get it. Many just don’t 
reach out and you’ve got to go to 
them,” said Bette Potts, president of 
the Royal Holiday Seniors Club. 

“And so we’re helping them,’’ said 
Mrs. Potts. 

Active members of the park club 
have been throwing their spare 
change into a specially decorated 
coffee can at the clubhouse, and 
when the can fills up each week Park 
Manager Doris Ramage takes it to 


the grocery store to purchase as 
much food as the money will buy. 

Then Mrs. Ramage delivers the 
groceries to seniors in need residing 
within the seniors mobile home 
park, located on Warren Road in 
Canton's northern section. 

“No one knows who the money is 
spent on except Mi^ Ramage,’’ 
Mrs. Potts said, “And that’s the way 
it will remain. Because we don't 
care who they are as long as people 
are being helped.’* 

The concept was suggested at a 
regular board meeting nearly a 
month ago, but received frowns of 
disapproval from seniors who felt 
those in need may be too proud to 
accept charity. 

After long debate, it was decided if 
the recipient’s identities were to 
remain confidential that con- 
tributions would be well received. 


“Well it’s worked. You see in- 
dividually we couldn’t do anything. 
But together we feel we’re really 
helping people, and these are people 
who live in our very own park,” said 
Mrs Potts. 

The philanthropic group had 
contemplated donating their spare 
change to already established 
charity organizations or to govern- 
those charities spend more money 
ment administered seniors 
programs. 

That idea was quickly dismissed. 

“I hate to say this but some of 
on fancy luncheons and different 
things that we just couldn’t in good 
conscience send our money there. 

And with government programs,

A field of 19 candidates have filed petitions to run 
for three vacant seats on the Wayne- Westland 
Board of Education 

The turnout of interested citizens is the largest 
number of candidates to seek office in some time. In 
recent years, interest seemed to wane in seeking the 
office 

This is apparently the right time for political 
hopefuls to run, however, since none of the three 
board members now sitting in those seats up for 
grabs were elected to the iob. 

All three — Donald Rusnock, Mildred Batterson 
and Kenneth Marshall — were appointed within the 
past year to fill vacancies on the board. So, there 
are no long-time elected incumbents to be toppled 
by the challengers. 

There are two separate races. The first is the 
usual school election to fill two terms expiring in 
June. Although former board members Agnes 
Greene and Robert Reichard both resigned, their 
terms would have expired in June anyway. Eleven 
people have filed petitions to be on the ballot in that 
race, where the top two vote getters will get the two 
4-year terms. 

The second contest, which will be placed 
separately on the ballot, will list the candidates who 
wish to serve the one year remaining in the unex- 
pired term of Vincent J. Petitpren. The top vote 
getter wins the one-year term that will expire in 
June I960. A total of 10 people filed petitions to run in 
that race. 

Two candidates filed petitions to run in both 
races. They will have to withdraw from one race or 
the other by 4 p.m. April 12. That is the deadline for 


any candidate wishing to withdraw his name from 
contention. 

In such a case where there are separate contests 
for elected seats on the ballot, it is common for 
some candidates to file in both races, size up the 
competition in each race, then withdraw from one of 
the elections.

Employers must 
guarantee that waiters 
and waitresses earn at 
least the minimum 
wage of $2.90, according 
to State Labor Director 
Pat Babcock 

Employers can only 
deduct a maximum of 25 
percent from the 
minimum wage of 
waiter s or waitresses 
earnings for tips and 
room and board But 
workers must be ad- 
vised wages will be 
reduced because of 
these allowances. 

An employer can not 
hire someone to wait 
tables for only tips but 
must guarantee the 
waiter or waitress at 
least the minimum 
wage. With the tip and 
room and board 
allowance the absolute 
minimum an employer 
can pay is $2,175 an 
hour

A proprietor can not 
require a worker to turn 
in tips However, tips 
may be pooled among 
service personnel 
having direct contact 
with customers Em- 
ployees are required to 
declare all their tips as 
income. Buspersons, 
hosts or hostesses can 
be in on tip pools But 
kitchen personnel can’t 
receive any portion of 
the tips. 

A restaurant or hotel 
can deduct a fee for 
room and board, but the 
maximum amount that 
can be charged is 
limited and regulated 
by law 

Five cents oer hour 
can he deducted, if 
the employee is fur- 
nished a meal including 
eggs, meat, fish or 
poultry, two vegetables, 
salad. beverage and 
bread and butter. For a 
light meal consisting of 
a sandwich, beverage 
and dessert, three cents 
an hour can be 
deducted. Three cents 
an hour also can be 
deducted for breakfast. 

As far as lodging goes. 
8 cents an hour for 
single worker oc- 
cupancy and 4 cents 
an hour for multiple 
worker occupancy of the 
same room can be 
deducted from the 
worker s wages 

Employers can’t 
charge whatever they 
feel like for room and 
board. No matter how 
much food is provided 
or how plush the lodging 


is the maximum total 
deduction for all 
items including a tip 
allowance can not ex- 
ceed 25 percent of the 
minimum wage 

A waiter or waitress 
also is entitled to 
overtime for any work 
in excess of 40 hours a 


work week. If the em- 
ployee is earning $2.90 
an hour, overtime is 
based on that rate — not 
$2,175 There is no tip 
allowance for overtime 

A restaurant em- 
ployee can not be 
charged for dish 
breakage or be required 


to pay w hen a customer 
walks out without 
paying. 

And employee mav be 
asked to fujmish his or 

her own uniform, if all 
that is required is a 
common outfit like a 
white uniform or black 
skirts or slacks. 


If the uniform for the 
restaurant is specific, 
like a red checked shirt 
with' a monogram, or a 
plaid jumper, then the 
employer is responsible 
for providing uniforms.

Recreation Director Mark Rairick introduced the members of the 
Recreation Commission that were present: Chairman Marvin Wenzel, 
Donna Clark, Marilyn Bach, George Brown, Carl Marosi and Fred Domen.

Commission.

Supervisor Cullin turned the meeting over to Steve Ron of Parkins, Rogers 
for his presentation of 1979 Recreation Master Plan. 

Steven Ron stated that the target date for completion of the plan is the year 
2000 based on the estimated population increase to 51,900 people in Van 
Buren Township by that year. 

A Neighborhood park concept was presented showing small (3 to 5 acre) 
parks located in 13 sections of the Township. Some of these parks would 
utilize facilities already available by contracting with the existing facilities 
to insure use by the public in the future. 

This plan is a recommendation, actual implementation of the different 
phases would depend on the rate of development and population growth in 
the future. 

Trustee Domen asked Mr. Ron on what basis the “Neighborhood Park 
Concept” was used in the development of this plan. It was Trustee Domens 
Recollection that this Board had in the past rejected this type of concept on 
the b«tsis of economics involved in upkeep and maintenance. Grants are 
available to build RecreatioiflFacilities but maintenance costs necessitates 
the use of General Funds. 

Mr. Ron stated he was not aware of this past decision by board. Revisions, 
based on Board recommendations, can and will be made. These revisions 
jvill be presented at the Joint Meeting of the Recreation Commission, 
Planning Commission and Township Board at the Regular Meeting of the 
Recreation Commission on April 19, 1979 Thursday at 7:30 at the Township 
Hall. ^ 

Supervisor Cullin stated the Township was not against the Neighborhood 
Park Conoeptassudh, the manpower and maintenance costs prohibited such 
a concept. If individual developers donated park areas and homeowner 
associations directed and maintained them, the Township had no objections 
to this arrangement.

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Landlords' aid sought to meet housing plan

The City of Westland is inviting 
landlords — particularly those in the 
Norwayne Subdivision, where rental 
units are numerous — to share in a 
housing rehabilitation project that 
would result in guaranteed rents to 
them from the federal government. 

Thecity hasset its goal at 100 units 
to be “substantially rehabilitated." 
Once that is done, the landlord would 
be guaranteed rents from the 
federal government, if they agree to 
rent to identified low- and moderate- 
income families. 

The government would guarantee 
rentsas high as $448 for a 8-bedroom 
duplex, if the landlord has sub- 
stantially improved the house, if he 
maintains it in that top condition, 
and if he pays the utilities. 

The landlord would, in effect, be a 
co-sponsor with the City of Westland 
in a project for rent assisted 
housing. 

The program would serve the 
purpose of improving housing stock 
in Westland in general and providing 
adequate housing for low- and 
moderate-income families, the 
latter a high priority with the 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD). 

It a Iso would serve to help the City 
of Westland fulfill its Housing 


Assistance Plan (HAP), which is 
the city’s promise it gives to HUD 
each year to try and provide housing 
for low- and moderate-income 
families. Providing that housing is 
one of the “strings" attached to the 
approximately $1 million in Com- 
munity Development (CD) funds the 
city receives each year. 

One type of housing is the kind 
offered to senior citizens, in the high 
rises such as Westgate Tower, 
Greenwood Villa and the soon to be 
completed city-owned Central City 
Park Tower. But cities also must 
address housing needs of low- and 
moderate-income families. 

If the landlords don’t offer to 
cooperate on the rent assistance 
program with enough units to please 
HUD (100 is the goal), the city will 
then buy homes and rent them out to 
meet the goal in providing housing, 
said city administrators. That would 
in effect put the city in the position of 
being the landlord, as it already is 
for the elderly units at the Central 
City Park Towers. The city, through 
the Housing Commission, owns that 
building. 

Elderly housing is one type of low 
income housing that HUD wants the 
cities to provide, and they gladly 
have done so. Family housing is the 
other, and the type that cities have 
traditionally shied away from 
providing. 


Canton trustees 
back membership 
in Nankin Transit 


Canton Township officials 
unanimously agreed to support a 
move to merge with the Nankin 
Transit Commission’s Dial-A-Ride 
mini-bus service Tuesday night. 

Board member’s resolution had a 
two-fold purpose. 


'...I hope the 
service 

will 

improve... ' 


By becoming the fifth charter 
member of the commission Canton 
should receive free bus service, as 
well as having voting power on 
policy-decision making. 

For nearly two years Canton has 
been a participating member to the 
bus service on a contractual basis. 
As a non-charter member com- 
munity, Canton paid a $6 per ride 
fee, amounting to approximately 
$12,000 to $15,000 per year, with an 
additional 50c per ride charged to 
individuals using the service. 

Their resolution was not a formal 
motion to accept the commission’s 
tentative offer to permit the merge. 

“We’ll just say we’re favorably 
inclined to merge," said Supervisor 
Noel Culbert. 

Culbert is also concerned with 
the quality of bus service, and said 
he hopes seniors will see im- 
provements from the Dial-A-Ride 
service once, and if, Canton 
becomes a charter member. 

In recent months the Canton 
Eagle learned of many seniors 
disatisfied with the bus service, 
some claiming to have been told to 
“walk it” when the service could 
provide only a partial ride to their 
destination. 


Other shut-in seniors without 
meals were told to wait more than 
48 hours for bus service, and then 
no guarantee . . . 

Glen Shaw, director-chairman of 
the Nankin Transit Commission, 
said the commission must still take 
a formal vote on whether Canton 
should become a fifth member. 

“But I see no reason why they 
(the Nankin Transit Board) won’t 
be favorable,’’ Shaw said. 

He admitted to flaws in the 
system, and that with Canton a 
charter member it will have more 
say-so on service provided to its 
own community residents. 

“I can only sav I hope the service 
will improve," Shaw said, noting 
that with more than 300 riders per 
day it is difficult to accommodate 
all needs. 

For the past year South Eastern 
Michigan Transportation Authority 
(SEMTA) the funding source for 
the bus service, was providing the 
commission with an approximate 
$300,000 budget. 

But this year with budget nearly 
doubled, Shaw said Canton’s 36 
square mile community would not 
be too much of a geographical or 
financial burden. 

For the first year into the 
program, Canton was serviced in 
its eastern half. The western rural 
section was not serviced. 

Township officials took a poll of 
seniors’ attitudes toward the ser- 
vice during recent weeks, after 
learning of Shaw’s tentative offer. 

The result, according to Delores 
Edwards seniors recreation 
coordinator, was that seniors in the 
northern section, (north of Ford 
Road), were pleased with the 
service rating it “excellent." 

In the southern section the ser- 
vice was rated “poor." The further 
south seniors lived, the less 
favorable they were towards the 
bus service. 


But if the city canconvince enough 
landlords to join as a project co- 
sponsor and pledge to join the 
program, the city will not ha ve to get 
into the landlord business. 

A group of Norwayne landlords 
were invited to meet with city of- 
ficials Tuesday to listen to the 
proposal that they participate in the 
program, called "Section 8" by 
HUD. 

Westland Mayor Thomas Taylor 
and his staff wanted to explain how 
they think the program can benefit 
the landlords themselves — by 
assuring them rents far above what 
they get now, as well as helping the 
city meet its goal. 

The landlord would have to make 
an initial investment, by "sub- 
stantially rehabilitating’’ the units, 
but would get the return on his in- 
vestment by guaranteeing rents 
“forever.” 

Housing director Bob Fritz ex- 
plained that substantial 
rehabilitation is defined as a 
rehabilitation that will increase the 
worth of the hou^e by 25 percent of 
thea mount it is worth on the market 
when renovations are done. Such 
renovations would include standard 
onesof bringing the house up to code 
with electrical, plumbing and like 
repairs, installation of insulation, 
storm windows or any ene*gy saving 
materials, roof repair or rebuilding, 
aluminum siding and such. 

The government has offered th^se 
100 rent subsidies to Westland with 
virtually no competition for the 
funds, as long as the city has the 100 
units lined up by May 18. That close 
deadline puts quite a bit of urgency 
on the city’s development of the 
plan. 

Fritz made sure to point out that 
with the promise of lucrative rents, 
also will come responsibilities on the 
part of landlords. In addition to the 
initial fix-up investment, which will 
have to be privately financed by the 
landlord through a bank, he must 
pay the utility costs, maintain the 


units and comply with HUD rental 
procedures in working with the city, 
(probably the housing commission) 
to insure that low-income families 
are the renters. 

The renter would be obligated to 
pay a maximum of 25 percent of his 
income as rent, and the rest would 
come to the landlord from HUD. 

A recently announced program 
allowing landlords to borrow federal 
money (throi^h the city) at 3 per- 


cent interest rates to fix up homes, 
could not be used by landlords 
“substantially rehabilitating” their 
units for the rent subsidy program. 

City officials also explained a 
separate rent subsidy program to 
landlords, in cases where the home 
already has been brought up to code 
and does not need that “substantial 
rehabilitation." In that case, rent 
subsidies also are available, but are 
much lower than the Section 8 


proposal and separate from the 100- 
unit goal. 

Landlords — about 30 peopl* 
representing more than ££> units — 
appeared receptive to the program. 

Mayor Taylor emphasized that he 
believed the program to be a very 
good thing for landlords, since the 
rents, which are substantially 
higher than collected now, are 
assured for as long as the landlord 
continues in the program. 


Avenue paving resumes May 1

Inkster officials have been told 
that the paving of Michigan Avenue 
should start about May 1. 

But if they and merchants along 
the city’s main thoroughfare are 
skeptical, you can’t blame them one 
bit. 

After all, how many target 
“dates" have been set ( and missed) 
on this major paving project since it 
started one year ago? 

The State Highway Department 
and its contractor John Carlo 
Company so irritated City of Inkster 
officials with paving delays last year 
that the city took the highway 
department to court. 

Nothing much actually came out 
of the lawsuit except that Carlo was 
ordered to put up more lighted signs 
showing possible danger. Also, the 
excavated two lanes that ran the 
length of the highway in the city had 
the sharp edge of the concrete 
rounded off with ashphalt in case a 
car drove off. 

Meanwhile, a group of some 25 
Michigan Avenue merchants have 
told The Ledger-Star they intend to 
sue the state for damages lost 
through delays on the project 

“I hope they do sue the state for 


damages. I think they have a very 
good case," Inkster Mayor Terrel 
LeCesne said when informed of the 
possible lawsuit by the businessmen. 

“I’m very disappointed in the lack 
of progress on the project," he 
continued. "We had a meeting with 
State Highway Department officials 
on March 6 and were told they would 
resume work April 1." 

LeCesne said that Elon Mickels, 
economic developer for Inkster, and 
John Bloodworth, acting director of 
public service, accompanied him to 
the meetings in Southfield. 

“I expected that they should have 
been to work about five weeks now," 
LeCesne pointed out. "We were 
definitely told by State Highway 
officials that Carlo would resume 
work on April 1. 

“We have had some rain, but I am 
still bitterly disappointed that 
nothing much has been ac- 
complished. We have been used," 
said LeCesne. LeCesne became so 


irate at one point last fall that he 
wouldn’t attend a meeting with State 
Highway officials for fear of what he 
might say or do. 

And the other City Comcllmen felt 
the same way, as did Wally 
Arrowsmith, who was serving as 
interim City manager at the time. 

Now that much rain has fallen, 
LeCesne says he was told that April 
1 1 was the new target date that Carlo 
Co. was to begin work prepatory to 
the actually pouring of cement. Still 
to be paved are four inside lanes, 
two on each side of the divided high- 
way, that run from Henry Ruff Road 
on the west to Beech Daly Road on 
the east. 

When the construction project is 
finished, Michigan Avenue will be a 
divided highway with four lanes 
going east and four headed west. 

LeCesne was asked when he 
thought the paving would be com- 
pleted. 

“I’ll believe it when I see it"

crude oil over a 29- 
month period, beginning 
June 1. 

The result is expected 
to be a sharp rise in 
gasoline and fuel-oil 
prices over the next two 
years. 

‘This additional cost 
to consumers will 
simply drop into the 
profit baskets of the 
major oil companies, in 
the form of a windfall," 
Congressman Ford 
declared. 

“Although President 
Carter has asked 
Congress to approve a 
‘windfall profits’ tax on 
these additional profits, 
it is likely that the oil 
lobby and its supporters 
in the Congress will be 
able to block such 
legislation or delay it 
indefinitely." 

"I strongly believe 
that decontrol should 
notbe started untilafter 
a windfall profits tax is 
enacted," Congressman 


Ford said. "Our 
legislation would give 
Congress and the Ad- 
ministration the time to 
work out an effective 
taxing plan. I do not 
want to see additional 
profits handed to the oil 
companies at the ex- 
pense of the already 
overburdened con- 
sumer. 

"The argument is 
being used that ad- 
ditional profits will 
encourage the oil 
companies to invest in 
exploration and 
development of new 
domestic oil sources. 
But I do not see this 
happening. Corporate 
profits already are 
increasing at a rapid 
rate, and the oil com- 
panies are using the 
extra money to invest in 
everything from 
department stores, 
banks and insurance 
companies, to real 
estate, cosmetics and 
overseas mineral 
production."

Implementing Headlee 
shows their colors 


Last week in this space we commented on passage of House Bill 
4232. 

That legislation is part of a necessary new law for implementing 
provisions of the voter approved Headlee Tax Limitation 
proposal. 

HB 4232 was the culmination of successful efforts by some of our 
elected officials to circumvent the will of the people who sup- 
ported the concept of tax limitation for Michigan. 

This week, the Michigan Senate is now discussing the passage of 
legislation which would address the same goal. But to the credit of 
the Senate, they have realized that the citizens of the state voted to 
adopt tax limitation based on reality, not the wishes of special 
interest groups such as the Michigan Education Association 
(MEA). 

The Senate version of HB 4232 - SB 202 - has done much to 
correct the built in shortcomings of house passed legislation. 

We urge the senate to stick-to-their-guns in the face of intense 
lobbying by the MEA to remove the heart from Headlee’s 
proposal, wnich a majority of Michigan voters supported.

Private Property 
Week 

Realtors across the nation are asking Americans to observe 
April 16-22 as Private Property Week in annual celebration of one 
of the most widely exercised rights — that of owning real 
property. 

To appreciate how precious this freedom is, one has only to 
consider life in many other parts of the world. In some lands, 
ownership of any property remains the sole right of the state 
which determines where and how you may live. Over much of the 
globe even today, political or military struggles create a 
seemingly endless tide of displacement served only by refugee 
camps and makeshift quarters. 

In the United States, by contrast, two-thirds of households are 
homeowners. The value of their 54 million single-family homes 
alone totals some $1.9 trillion — approximately one-fourth of the 
nation’s wealth. About one third of these homes are owned free 
and clear with only about $470 million of the total value 
representing mortgage debt. 

By choice or opportunity, nearly a fifth of all Americans will 
move this year with a high proportion selling homes on the open 
market and using accumulated equity to purchase another. A 
conservative estimate suggests that more than $250 billion will be 
invested for new and existing homes this year. 

Such rights have never been seriously threatened since their 
establishment in the earliest days of our nation, so this special 
week should serve us all as a reminder of how fortunate we are.

five revisited 


Van Buren Township. Is any body.there? 

That is the question asked on the front page of the latest issue of 
the Michigan Township News. 

That monthly publication, houseorgan of the Michigan Town- 
ship Association (MTA), presented an editorial by MTA’s 
Executive Director, Robert R. Robinson. 

In his opinion, among other things, Robinson lamented the fact 
that big media generally condemned the actions of the Van 
Buren’s officials who chose jail rather than surrender to the ar- 
bitrary will of Circuit Court. 

Robinson further attempted to equate the circuit court action to 
logic and law, he failed. He failed because, as we and several 
other newspapers both large and small have indicated, little logic 
or law was apparently involved in the circuit court contempt 
citation issued against the Van Buren five. 

We would assume from Robinson’s late entry into the 
discussions surrounding the Van Buren situation, that it has taken 
until now for his organization to decide on its position in the 
matter of Van Buren’s officials against judicial encroachment. 

That is a shame. 

But it is not unusual for organizations such as Robinson’s to take 
the safe road rather than a potentially dangerous route that is 
right. 

While we certainly welcome Robinson’s arrival on the scene in 
defense of the Van Buren officials, we wish he had spoken out as 
vocally in December of ’78 when his voice may have had more 
influence. 

As for us, just one of the newspapers which supported the Van 
Buren officials from the first, we remain opposed to the judicial 
encroachment on the legislative functions of government. 

After all, had our founding fathers wanted the judiciary to make 
legislative decisions, there would be only one branch of govern- 
ment, rather than three. 


Editor's Log 

Who 's watching 'Big Brother'?

Part of the April issue of Inquiry magazine 
deals with the growing movement in the U S. to 
resist federal income taxes. 

In the article titled: Tax Revolt, Saying No to 
the IRS, author Frank Browning provides case 
histories of citizens who have taken on the tax 
collectors and have won. 

But probably, more important than the fact 
that some out-gunned and out-numbered tax- 
payers have managed to avoid some or all of 
their tax obligations, is the fact, that most of 
those people interviewed for the story, felt that 
“the IRS is more interested in gagging op- 
ponents of the system than in collecting back 
taxes.” 

A rather remarkable charge, but one with 
some credibility given the history of the IRS’s 
dealing with those they see as adversaries. 

For most of us, the ordeal of filing our income 
tax forms results in a renewed sense of 
frustration and anger at a system, apparently 
designed to encourage welfare, unemployment 
and low productivity, and to discourage thrift, 
initiative and hard work. 

But for some others, the April 15 filing deadline 
for federal tax returns, simply provides an op- 
portunity to protest the system’s faults. 

But the IRS is not without recourse in dealing 
with those who chose to fight. 

Several years ago, I was on a flight from 
Dallas to Detroit and had the occasion to sit next 


to an attractive young woman who impressed me 
with her grasp and general knowledge of current 
events. 

During the conservation, I mentioned casually 
that 1 was working on a script for a film which 
would deal with the federal bureaucracy and 
those thousands of faceless people who were 
neither elected or appointed to represent us, but 
who nevertheless managed to make hundreds of 
decisions each week which directly affected my 
welfare. 

The young lady, who shall remain nameless, 
commented that perhaps I should reconsider my 
involvement in the project lest the IRS take 
retaliatory measures to discourage that type of 
publicity, as she claimed she was subjected to. 

While I certainly didn’t know the young lady 
before boarding the plane, and in fact have never 
heard from her since, her comments contained 
the same implications I have heard from others 
both before and since my meeting with her. 

Example. For II years, Mike Tecton of 
Oklahoma failed to file his yearly federal income 
tax return. For 11 years, the IRS ignored the 
situation until in 1974, Tacton took a small ad- 
vertisement in a Washington newspaper. 

His ad challenged the IRS to debate the 
morality of a mandated federal tax. 

Four days after the ad ran, Tecton was tracked 
down by the IRS and prosecuted for his failure to 
file his yearly returns. While Tecton was found 


guilty, only a suspended sentence was imposed, 
but it is interesting that his failure to file was 
ignored only while he remained silent. 

Example: Mr. Robert Tisch, Shiawassee 
County, Michigan, Drain Commissioner, and 
leader of the Tisch Coalition for Tax Cut in 
Michigan, had not had his federal tax returns 
audited for the past 17 years. 

For 17 years Tisch went unaudited. Last year 
he led a movement to cut taxes and last week he 
was informed by the IRS that his federal returns 
were going to be audited 

Interesting coincidence! 

And probably the best example of all was 
former president Nixon’s use of the IRS to 
harass his political enemies, both real and 
imagined. 

Perhaps, in large part, the growing nation- 
wide Tax Revolt is the result of unfair ap- 
plication of existing law more than it is a con- 
demnation of taxes and taxation itself. 

But perhaps not. 

Maybe it’s time for the watchers to have 
watchers. Maybe we should ask the FBI to keep 
an eye on the IRS. Then the CIA could watch the 
FBI. And Ralph Nadar would be happy to watch 
the CIA. And because everyone knows that 
Nadar wants everyone to watch him. our 
problems would be eliminated, or at the very 
least, watched closely. 

But then again, every chain has its weak link.

Michigan and the 

Federal Clean Air Act

A strict air quality control system will be 
phased in over the next several years in 
Michigan for both cars and industrial plants. 

The air quality standards are not the result of 
action by the Michigan Legislature, but rather 
the Federal Clean Air Act. 

However, the Michigan Legislature and State 
agencies will have to implement the federal law. 

I will be involved as Chairman of the House 
Appropriations Subcommittee on Tran- 
sportation, which recently received information 
on the air quality standards. 

An initial step will be an appropriation for a 
study of air quality in five communities in 
Southeastern Michigan. 

The Michigan Department of Transportation 
will deal with passenger vehicles and com- 
mercial vehicles, while the Department of 
Natural Resources will be involved with in- 
dustrial and commercial facilities. 

Under the federal mandate, we will have to 
come up with a demonstration maintenance 
program which will have to be in full operation 
by December, 1982. 

Under the standards, vehicles which do not 
meet the standards will be denied licenses. 

I think people should be aware of these new air 


quality standards, and what they will mean to us. 
Unless there are some changes by Congress, we 
will have them and we will have to live with 
them. The Michigan Legislature will attempt to 
implemnt the federal standards in the most 
reasonable possible way, but since they are not 
of our doing, there is not much we can do about 
them. 

If the State did not implement the federal 
standards, it could mean the loss of federal aid 
funds for highways, water treatment plants, air 
quality controls and other state and community 
needs. 

Studies by the Departments of Transportation 
and Natural Resources indicate that, at a 
minimum, the Detroit metropolitan area does 
not presently meet federal air quality standards, 
and will not do so by 1982. Because of this, the 
state has asked that the deadline be extended to 
1987 It is possible that other urban areas in the 
State may not be able to meet the standards of 
1982, although the best information developed to 
date indicates that they should be able to do so. 

Michigan's motor vehicles may be in better 
shape in meeting the federal air quality stan- 
dards, Mahalak noted. 

Passenger cars in Michigan are not typical of 


those in most other states in that they are not as 
old and are replaced more frequently. This 
means that more vehicles with more efficient air 
pollution control equipment are on the highways 
in Michigan, thereby emitting less pollutants 
than in other states where the average age of a 
car is greater. 

There is also good reason to believe that 
passenger vehicles in Michigan are maintained 
at a higher level than is the case in most other 
states, especially warm weather states, because 
our winter climate necessitates a yearly tune-up 
to guarantee reliable winter-time starting and 
running. 

Unfortunately, while the federal En- 
vironmental Protection Agency may accpet that 
Michigan’s privately-owned passenger car fleet 
is unique in make-up. it will not accept that our 
maintenance level is different from the national 
level, and it will be hard for us to prove other- 
wise. This could be a serious problem for us 

Michigan presently has no data 
base on the type, frequency and cost of 
emission control equipment repairs, which is not 
only a major consumer issue but also an issue 
related to the overall economic impact of the 
federal air quality control program on the State

If I had a choice I would question 
the benefits of the Landfill to Van 
Buren Township versus the 
potential dangers Who will gain by 
the Landfill, it is real easy to 
measure the short term gain - 
Wayne Disposal 

I understand that Wayne Disposal 
has a lease on the property until the 


landfill is completed and then will 
leave the Township 

Will the original landowner 
assume all liability for the pollution 
left behind which indangers our 
water resources and be financially 
responsible when the real problem 
surfaces in the future? 

We have a real example in New 
York State and we may learn a 
lesson from the history of a 
Chemical Company burying toxic 
materials and only years later to 
find the area polluted and forcing 
people to leave their homes. 

Can this happen in Van Buren 
Township for the short term gain of 
a Landfill Operator? 

I am reminded every day of 
thispotential danger as I pass Willow 
Run Airport on 1-94 and see the

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The heavy hand of regulators

If you had asked me a month ago what 
2,4,5-T is, I probably would have guessed a 
football formation 

But it’s a pesticide, produced by Dow 
and several other chemical companies, 
under a variety of trade names. And it’s 
caught right smack dab in the middle of 
U S. regulatory politics. 

Invoking its “emergency” powers, the 
EPA recently declared a halt to fur- 
the spraying of 2,4,5-T The ban was 
based on reports that the pesticide— which 
in headlines often is linked with the 
Vietnam war’s notorious “Agent Orange” 
— may have caused miscarriages among 
some women exposed ot it 

The scientific debate still is unresolved 
Etcyl H Blair, Vice President and 
Director of Health & Environmental 
Sciences for Dow maintains: “The bulk of 
scientific data gathered . . over three 

decades of use demonstrate that there has 
never been a single documented incident 
of human injury resulting from normal 

agricultural use With regard to the 

allegations (about) miscarriages, all 
we can say is that the report is totally 
unsubstantiated and at variance with 
previous scientific studies,” including 
very recent government studies in 
Australia and New Zealand, giving the 
controversial pesticide a clean bill of 
health 

Dow’s claims that 2,4,5-T does not pose 
extraordinary health hazards, in- 
cidentally. have been backed up by the 


Council on Agricultural Science and 
Technology (CAST) at Iowa State 
University and by numerous independent 
scientists. Dr. William Chappell, a 
forestry expert at Virginia Polytechnic 
Institute and State University, put it like 
this: “I just don’t think there is any 
danger . . . I guess you could say I’ve 
bathed in it for 30 years and I have not 
been harmed and neither has anyone else I 
know who has worked with it.” Then 
again, he’s not a child-bearing aged 
female. 

While possible health hazards are still 
being disputed, officials pretty much 
agree that the ban will have significant 
economic consequences. 

A Virginia state forestry official, quoted 
in a Richmond newspaper, estimates that 
the ban will more than double the cost of 
reforesting timber land. And the US. 
Department of Agriculture has estimated 
that a permanent ban, over 50 years, 
would reduce lumber production by 
enough to build more than nine million 
homes. 

But this is all technical stuff And what 
we are more interested in are the 
regulatory politics which allow 
bureaucrats to ban products before 
scientific evidence is produced showing 
these products are harmful. 

And even if they are harmful — as 
almost all chemicals are if improperly 
used— musn’t we ask ourselves whether a 
certain product or group of jroducts doesn’t 


perhaps do more good than harm — far 
more good 0 And wouldn’t this be reason 
enough for not banning something like 
2,4.5-T° In fact, aren't there certain ac- 
ceptable risks that we as to modern, in- 
dustrial society must be willing to take in 
order to feed and clothe the American 
people and most of the world? 

These are all questions that are largely 
being overlooked by bureaucrats in their 
frenzy — mostly well-intentioned— to 
guard us aginst every real and imagined 
health hazard on earth 

Before his untimely death last fall (He 
had a heart attack, caused by the sting of 
* wasD). Dr Robert H WTrite-Stevens, 
Chairman of the Bureau of Conservation 
and Environmental Science at Rutgers 
University, wTOte a speech discussing 
these delicate risk-benefit questions, and 
suggested one sure way to impress upon 
the bureaucrats the harm that is being 
done by their overzealous if not neurotic 
regulatory policies. 

Since the EPA also has banned the use 
of mirex, the only pesticide known to be 
effective against “fire ants,” he suggested 
that EPA officials be required to camp out 
over a w r eek-end in an Alabama field 
carrying 50 ant mounds per acre. “It 
might resolve the argument in a hurry,” 
he suggested. 

And well it might.

(Continued from Page A-2) 
me. The street at the start is narrow 
— old white wooden houses, mostly 
neat, with wide tree shaded lawns, 
line the way. The runners are or- 
derly, no pushing or shoving, and 
strangely quiet. Most thoughts are 
turned inward thinking of what is 
ahead for the next two and a quarter 
to five or even six hours I stand 
there looking at my watch as 12 noon 
approached oh, so slowly, and then 
finally the faint crack of the star* 
ter’s gun is heard ahead 


Boat launching facilities within 
the Huron-Clinton metroparks are 
now open, including those at Metro 
Beach Metropark near Mt . Clemens, 
Stony Creek Metropark near 
Rochester and Utica and Kensington 
Metropark near Milford 

All watercraft users are required 
to have a 1979 boat permit which 
costs $7 annual regular. $4 f or senior 
citizens and $2 daily, as well as the 
vehicle entry permit of $7 regular, $2 
for senior citizens and $2 daily. 

Watercraft operators using the 
metroparks must comply with the 
MarineSafety Act of 1976, plus local 
watercraft ordinances and Huron- 
Clinton metropark rules. There is a 
10-mile speed limit on the lakes, and 
no water skiing is permitted at Stony 
Creek Lake and Kent Lake (in 
Kensington Metropark ). 

Metro Beach Metropark, a 740- 
acre site near Mt. Clemens, has 
launching ramps that accommodate 
up to eight boats simultaneously, 
located along the Black Creek, 
which provide access to Lake St. 
Clair. Parking is available for 210 
boat trailers and cars, and ad-

main parking lot. 

Dur to high wata* along the Black 
Creek and Lake St. Clair, park of- 
ficials caution boaters that the “No 
Wake” ordinance will be strictly 
enforced. Vehicles remaining in the 
park overnight are charged $2 (in 
addition to the metropark boating 
permit fees). 

The ramps are open 7 am. to 
dusk. The park is open daily 8 a m. 
to dusk, (to 10 pm. starting May 27).

Stony Creek Metropark, a 3,990- 
acre site north of Utica and near 
Rochester, has ramps that permit 
up to 10 simultaneous launchings 
and parking spaces for up to 150 cars 
and trailers located at the south end 
of Stony Creek bake.

the back of my head has been: 
“What if something happens to keep 
me from going — the flu, an injury 
...” But now I’m in it, I’m running, 
I’m physically ready, and 1 will do 
it! 

At what may or may not be the 
first mile mark, someone along the 
roadside calls out: “Eleven 
minutes, 48 seconds.” In most of my 
previous marathons, the first mile 
has been covered in around 6:30 — 
the guy next to me with the jazzy 
digital wrist watch apparently 
noticing my disbelief says: “Yeah, 
we took one minute and 58 seconds 
just to cross the starting line.” 
“What the hell”, 1 say to myself, 
“You’re not here to break any 
records — enjoy the experience ” 
And from there on, I relax and do 

Two miles out runners are ac- 
tually stopping to walk — other 
runners heading for the trees along 
the roadside for rest stops At two 
miles — unbelievable. The people: 
scattered groups along the roadside 
at first, but in the towns and growing 
along the way, huge throngs — in 
places narrowing the runner’s path 
to a one person side lane. The 
estimate in that night’s paper — 
from 800,000 to one million spec- 
tators. And all of them seem to be in 
love with the runners, and the 
runners with them, and everyone 
with each other. The spectators are 
cheering the runners, the runners 
are cheering the spectators and it is 
the most fantastic feeling 1 have 
ever experienced. 

The high point o! spectator par- 
ticipation has to be Wellesley. Every 
girl from the college must be out 
lining both sides of the roadway for 
several blocks They are cheering, 
they are waving, they break into a 
go-go-go-go-go chant and there can’t 
be a runner running this lovely 
gauntlet who doesn’t pick up his 
pace a bit and feel a renewed surge 
of energy. 

On past Wellesley at around the 
16-mile mark is the Charles River 
and then for five miles or so the 


“dreaded” hills of Newton. We ac- 
tually only gain a total of 170 feet in 
elevation from the Charles to the top 
of “Heartbreak Hill” near Boston 
College. Most people from this area 
wouldn’t even notice these gentle 
slopes, and I certainly don’t find 
them especially challenging 
After Heartbreak Hill, it is all 
downhill the rest of the way as we 
leave the little country towns and 
pass into the suburbs of Boston. I 
suddenly realize that I am in some 
danger of not finishing the race, 
officially that is. of not coming in 
under 3' 2 hours, and I pick up my 
pace From this point on I run faster 
and faster and I am passing literally 
dozens of runners each block, and of 
course it is at this point that I also 
start passing the walkers as well.

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"GALL STONES" 


One of the most common stomach 
disorders in adults is disease of the gaH 
bladder. What causes the gall bladder to 
malfunction? How are gall stones formed? 


THE LIVER AND THE GALL BLADDER 
The principal function of the liver, the largest gland of 
the body, is to produce bile. Bile is a fluid necessary for 
intestinal digestion. 

The gall bladder is a small pouch which stores the bile 
produced by the liver It is a pear-shaped sac on the 
under surface of the right lobe of the liver, connected to 
it by tissue. 

During digestion, bile flows from the liver to the 
duodenum, the first section of the small intestine. 
Between meals bile is stored in the gall bladder until it 
is needed. 

THE FORMATION OF GALL STONES 
When more bile is produced than can be used and stored 
by the body, this bile stagnates in the gall bladder and 
becomes excessively concentrated. Like all other fluids 
produced by the body, bile contains a small percent of 
mineral matter. 

When chronic inflammation, excessive heat or con- 
centrated bile occur in the gall bladder, the mineral 
elements of the bile crystalize and collect. They may 
adhere to particles of bile pigment. The movement of 
the gall bladder causes these particles to rotate, 
collecting other particles. In time a stone is formed; a 
stone formed in the gall bladder is called a gall stone. 
Gall stones may remain in the gall bladder an indefinite 
time without producing symptoms of any kind. A gall 
bladder may function normally although filled with gall 
stones. Eventually, however, the sharp-edged stones 
irritate the lining of the gall bladder or leave the gall 
bladder, passing through the bile ducts. When this oc- 
curs it is accompanied by intense pain. 

SYMPTOMS OF GALL BLADDER DISEASE 
Early signs of gall bladder problems are fullness and 
distention of the abdomen, associated with much 
belching This distress may come after eating. Pain 
may be present in the form of a dull ache 
A gall bladder attack begins suddenly, with severe pain 
in the right side, just below the ribs. It may travel 


toward the right shoulder because this is the path of the 
nerves leading from the spine to the liver There also 
may be chills and fever. 

During the attack, the liver becomes swollen and ten- 
der. Vomiting and excessive perspiration may be 
present. Gall bladder attacks may last a few hours or 
several days, ending when the stone is expelled finally 
into the small intestine, where it passes with fecal 
matter.
